A sound bar looks like an unusually 
long speaker unit. It's intended to lie 
horizontally just below or above your 
HDTV screen. Inside a sound bar 
cabinet is an array of left, right, and 
sometimes center speakers. Using 
techniques such as reflecting off your 
walls, a sound bar can vividly simulate 
surround sound. In fact, in most cases, 
it can fool your ears into "hearing" 
side and rear speakers that aren't there.

An Easy Setup 

It's a snap to install a sound bar, 
especially when you compare it to 
a traditional, multi-speaker surround- 
sound system. Connect one or two 
cables, and you're done. Because a 
sound bar doesn't require rear or side 
speakers, you won't need to string 
speaker wires across your room, 
tuck them under your baseboards, or 
route them through your walls. And 
speaking of your walls, you won't 
need to drill holes around the room 
to mount multiple speakers. 



Any Room, A Theater 

Some rooms just aren't good can- 
didates for a traditional surround- 
sound setup, which works best when 
you place its four or six satellite 
speakers the same distance from 
your seat.

A high-speed HDMI cable is 
the perfect digital vehicle for 5.1 - 
or 7.1 -channel, uncompressed, 
HD surround-sound formats such 
as DTS-HD Master Audio, Dolby 
TrueHD, and LPCM. Blu-ray players 
support HDMI, as do recent HDTVs, 
A/V receivers, game consoles, and 
PCs. Many mobile devices support 
HDMI through adapter cables, too. 



Optical & Coaxial 
Digital Cables Are OK 

These older audio connections 
provide high-quality, multichannel 
sound, although not quite as well as 
the superior HDMI. An optical dig- 
ital cable is also known as a TOSIink 
line, and has a fiber optic cable in- 
side. Meanwhile, a coaxial connec- 
tion simply uses a single RCA-type 
analog cable to send digital audio. 
A/V receivers and some sound bars 
accept such connections from DVD 
players, desktop PCs, and HDTVs. 



Analog Is Adequate 

A familiar type of analog sound 
cable is the RCA-style stereo cord, 
which has red- and white-colored 
connectors for right- and left-channel 
audio. Also common is the 3.5mm 
stereo cable, which uses a seg- 
mented, headphone-style plug to 
connect mobile devices to speaker 
systems (as well as car stereos and 
PC sound cards). Finally, you may 
use bare-ended speaker wires to 
connect your A/V receiver to its 
speakers.

Powerline 

A powerline network gives you the 
stability of a wired connection and 
the easy setup and convenience of 
Wi-Fi. It safely uses your home's 
electrical wiring to carry data from 
your router to your HT. Kits come 
with two adapters so you can create 
a network in minutes. Look for pow- 
erline adapters that have 500Mbps 
or faster speed ratings. If you have 
multiple smart HT devices, add extra 
ports with an inexpensive Ethernet 
switch on the HT end. 



Wi-Fi 

Like powerline, Wi-Fi can give your 
HT an Internet connection without 
forcing you to run a long cable be- 
tween it and your router. However, 
interference can degrade Wi-Fi's 
streaming video performance, causing 
interruptions and picture quality loss. 
Make sure that your HT devices and 
wireless router all support Wi-Fi N 
(802.1 1 n). And if you buy a concur- 
rent dual-band router, it may keep 
your other Wi-Fi devices from experi- 
encing network congestion. 



Ethernet Cables 

A simple, reliable option is good, old- 
fashioned network cable. Run a long 
CAT 5/5e/6 Ethernet cable between 
your router and your HT devices, and 
you can achieve network speeds of 
up to 1 Gbps. That said, you (or an 
installer) will need to route the cable 
so no one will trip over it, which may 
mean stuffing it under baseboards or 
through walls. Ethernet does have a 
speed advantage over powerline and 
Wi-Fi N, but all three technologies are 
fast enough to carry HD video.

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Lay The Groundwork 

If you haven't yet bought a smart device, ask a store asso- 
ciate about specific model capabilities.

Select The Right Type Of Mount 

First, think about the basic type of wall mount you'd like. 
For example, there are low-profile offerings. These may not 
provide much adjustability, but they mount the TV very 
close to the wall. A tilting mount gives you more control 
over the angle of the screen, so you can avoid window 
glare, for example. Most versatile is a full-motion mount. It 
will let you turn your HDTV to face you, and possibly even 
swing it out so you can watch TV from an adjacent room. 
Once you've chosen a style of mount, ascertain your TV's 
rear mounting hole pattern and weight in its manual or on 
the manufacturer's Web site. You'll need to buy a mount 
that's compatible with the hole pattern and (more than) 
capable of supporting the TV's weight. 



Go With A Pro 

Of course, this may be a job for a professional installation 
service. Your HDTV represents an investment of hundreds, if 
not thousands, of dollars. With the do-it-yourself route, there's 
always the chance of causing damage to your TV, your wall, 
and yourself. To spare your family neck fatigue from gazing at 
a screen that's too high on the wall, an installer will know the 
proper mounting height at which to place your TV. They will 
also make sure your TV is attached level to the wall rather 
than tilted to one side or the other. Pro installers also may 
have experience with difficult mounting situations such as 
solid walls or wooden studs that are spaced farther apart than 
the norm. And for a clean look in your home theater, many 
pros can hide A/V cables behind your wall or a conduit. 
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Power Accessories With Green Technology 

Energy Savers 

Home theater equipment, like many electronic devices, often continues to sip power even when it's turned off. By adding power 
accessories with energy-saving technology to your setup, you can cut off electricity to these "energy vampires" and save money. 




Stop An Electrical Money Leak 

If your home theater is nickel-and-diming your electric 
bill even when you're not watching anything, it's time 
to replace your power accessory with an energy-saving 
model. Turn off an HT device, and a "green" power strip 
will make sure that it doesn't continue to siphon electricity 
from your wall outlet. Some power-saving units automati- 
cally detect when you turn off a primary device. For ex- 
ample, when you shut down your HDTV, the power strip 
will then shut off power to all of the other devices plugged 
into it, such as your BD player, A/V receiver, and game 
console. Also, some units can tell you on a display how 
much energy each device uses, such as in wattage. Certain 
models even have outlets you can turn on or off by remote.

Green Power Accessory Options 

Many energy-conserving power strips also provide your elec- 
tronic components with surge protection. These come with a 
rating, such as 1 ,1 00 joules, which tells you how big a power 
spike or surge each model can absorb while keeping excess 
energy from reaching your home theater devices (the higher 
the number, the better). Some surge suppressors can also 
protect data, TV, or phone cables, too. Bear in mind that you 
should replace your surge protector every few years or after 
any power spike that triggers its protection mechanism. 

Some energy-saving devices are power conditioners. Besides 
shutting off power drainage, these ensure that electrical noise 
doesn't degrade your home theater's audio and video.

Cables carry power to your home theater components, not to mention audio and video to your speakers and TV. Of course, if 
you'd rather see the entertainment on-screen than the multitude of cables that make it possible, here's some help.

Conduits & Plates

Should you need to route 
cables through a wall or 
ceiling, a wall plate can 
cover the hole and make 
it look more attractive.

Wireless Options 

In some cases, the best 
cable management tech- 
nique is to get rid of a 
cable — that is, to replace it 
with a wireless system. For 
instance, a wireless HD set 
employs a transmitter and 
receiver to carry high-def 
content from one device, 
such as a Blu-ray Disc 
player, to your HDTV 
without the need for a 
long HDMI cable.

What does a surround-sound system include? 

Home theater sound systems generally include an A/V receiver, which 
sends audio to the speakers and your choice of video source to the 
TV. Typically, they also come with a subwoofer for rich bass, a center 
channel speaker to emphasize dialogue, and a number of satellite (sur- 
round) speakers you can mount around the room. You can buy each 
component separately, or get a package deal with an HTiB (home the- 
ater in a box). 



Is it worth taking my HT devices online? 

Yes. In fact, now more than ever. Add your Internet-capable HDTV, A/V 
receiver, Blu-ray player, media player, DVR, or game console to your home 
network, and you'll have a variety of compelling streaming video and audio 
options — many of them free. 

Why is powerline a recommended way to net- 
work my home theater? 

Powerline networking gives your HT devices the stable, fast connection 
they need to stream HD video, and yet it takes only minutes to set up.

Size 

Compact system cameras 
are slightly larger than 
point-and-shoots, but 
smaller and lighter than 
most DSLRs.

Lenses 

Like a DSLR, a compact 
system camera lets you 
change its lenses. For 
example, you can use a 
telephoto lens to zoom 
in on your daughter at 
her school play. Later, 
at the wrap party, switch 
to a wide-angle lens 
to capture a photo of 
the entire cast in the 
confines of a restaurant 
booth. 



Image Quality 

The larger body of a 
compact system camera 
allows it to come with a 
bigger image sensor than 
a point-and-shoot. Bigger 
sensors can take clearer, 
cleaner photos and 
videos. They also tend 
to have larger pixels and 
a higher dynamic range, 
so the colors in your im- 
ages will look more true 
to life. 



Depth Of Field 

With a compact system 
camera, you may have 
more flexibility in setting 
the range of focus in an 
image than you would with 
a point-and-shoot. For 
instance, if you're shooting 
a portrait with a com- 
pact system camera, you 
might find it easier to set a 
shallow depth of field and 
soften the focus everywhere 
but your subject's face.

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It's Not All About Megapixels 

The Sensor Matters 

When you're shopping for a digital camera, don't believe that more megapixels equals greater quality photos. It's a myth that a 
camera with a high number of megapixels, such as 14MP, automatically takes better pictures than one with 12MP, 5MP, and so on. 
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The Megapixel Count 
Isn't Important 

A camera with more megapixels 
means you can take photos with 
higher resolutions and technically 
clearer detail. This is useful if you 
plan to enlarge your shots into 
posters. And yet, a high megapixel 
rating doesn't necessarily mean 
that a camera takes better-looking 
photos. Instead, great photos de- 
pend on the quality of the cam- 
era's lenses and the image sensor 
behind them. 



It's Image Sensor Size 
That Matters Most 

With all else being equal, a camera 
with a physically larger image sensor — 
also called a CMOS (complementary 
metal-oxide semiconductor) or CCD 
(charge-coupled device) — is likely to 
capture images of higher quality. More 
physical space allows the image sen- 
sor's photoreceptor sites to be bigger, 
so each can receive more light. A MP 
rating only indicates the approximate 
number of photoreceptors on an image 
sensor, not their physical size. 



How To Find A Better 
Image Sensor 

Speaking very generally, a camera 
with a large-diameter lens is more 
likely to have a big image sensor and 
photoreceptors. Also look for: 

• A lack of graininess in photos of 
the sky 

• Excellent shadow details without 
"blooming" bright areas 

• A high low-light sensitivity rating, 
such as 3200 or greater ISO equiv- 
alence 
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Optical vs. Digital Zoom 

Take A Closer Look 

When shopping for a point-and-shoot camera, you'll notice that most models feature both an optical zoom and digital zoom. It's 
important to understand the difference between these two types of zoom and how they affect image quality. 
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Optical Zoom 

• This type of zoom only uses the camera's lens (op- 
tics) to magnify your view 

• The camera lens physically moves in order to mag- 
nify the subject so that it appears closer 

• When a camera uses optical zoom, it will snap an 
image utilizing its maximum amount of pixels and 
visual detail 

• You may notice that optical zoom delivers sharper 
and smoother results than digital zoom 

• The higher the optical zoom number (such as 5X or 
10X), the better 



Digital Zoom 

• This feature begins after you've zoomed in as far as 
you can with a camera's optical zoom 

• Digital zoom may appear to zoom in more, but it's 
only enlarging the center of your image 

• As the camera digitally magnifies your image, it 
inserts pixels to smooth out jagged edges 

• Image results may appear softer, and individual 
pixels are likely to be noticeable when you enlarge 
your picture 

• Digital zoom can degrade image quality, so it's 
better to base a purchase decision on optical zoom 
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Capture Top-Quality Images With 

The Best Gadget 

Like any other tools, cameras and camcorders are made to do specific jobs well: Camcorders shoot video; cameras capture still image 
shots. Expecting a camcorder to snap top-quality stills or your camera to shoot satisfactory video is likely to result in disappointment. 
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Don't Limit Yourself With A Device 

Sure, your still camera can shoot video, and within 
limits it does a passable job — but those limits can be 
tough to live with: Still cameras generally lose the 
ability to auto-focus or zoom when shooting video, the 
length of video may be short, and the video may not 
be as detailed as desired. Camcorders, meanwhile, can 
capture still images, but that's not what they were de- 
signed to do. As a result, most camcorder stills are low- 
resolution, grainy images that aren't particularly sharp. 
These devices may be good enough to use when you 
have no other option to capture photos or video, but it's 
often impossible to print or enlarge the media without 
digital artifacts (such as spots or speckles) appearing.

Cameras are dust and fingerprint 
magnets, so you'll need some extras 
to ensure that your device remains in 
good working condition. For instance, 
most lens pens feature a dry carbon 
compound cleaning tip and retract- 
able brush to clean camera optics and 
eyepieces. There are also cleaning 
kits that provide multiple mainte- 
nance tools, such as lint-free wipes 
to remove dirt from LCD screens and 
solution spray formulated for LCD 
screens and electronic housings. 



Go Far, Go Hard 

To get the most out of any camera, 
you need a case or bag that of- 
fers the best in comfort, durability, 
and accessibility. Many have an 
impact- or water-resistant design 
as well as soft interior linings and 
pockets to keep spare batteries or 
memory cards on hand. Memory 
cards can also be stashed in their 
own storage solution — soft cloth 
wallets as well as hard plastic or 
aluminum cases can provide them 
with extra protection. 



Better Safe Than Broken 

Protective accessories go far beyond 
a carrying case. For example, some 
point-and-shoot cameras can be 
transformed into underwater cameras 
when they're housed in model-spe- 
cific waterproof cases.

Flashes and filters are two camera accessories that can either add or block light to help you achieve particular photo results. 
While a flash can help evenly light settings, a filter can enhance colors, boost contrast, and more. 
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Light Up The Darkness 

A flash gives you better control of your lighting conditions 
when you take photos, particularly when you can direct 
the angle of the flash. By adding an external flash to your 
camera, you can cast indirect light onto your subject by re- 
flecting it off a ceiling or a bounce card. Indirect illumina- 
tion casts softer shadows and looks more like natural light. 

A quality external camera flash can adequately light your 
subjects from a distance so that their faces don't look too 
dark. More specifically, a dedicated camera flash can offset 
shadows caused by sunlight above or behind someone's 
face. Your smartphone's built-in camera flash may not be 
powerful enough to illuminate these types of dark areas. 



Good Light In, Bad Light Out 

UV filters can protect your camera's image sensor and 
improve photo quality by getting rid of the bluish haze 
caused by ultraviolet light. Other filter types offer different 
benefits. For example, a circular polarized filter can reduce 
white glare and enhance your subject's color and contrast. 
It will also eliminate reflections from non-metallic surfaces. 

Some filters add enhancements that can make images ap- 
pear almost magical. For instance, a diffusion filter can 
soften edges or blur the background to change the aes- 
thetics of a still image. And for a truly unique result, an 
8-point star filter can make celestial rays of light emanate 
from reflections and other light sources.

This 
feature actively phases out 
ambient sounds so you 
can hear your music more 
clearly.

More Power 

Perhaps most obviously, 
an amplifier can give 
you more volume than a 
typical, stock arrangement 
in which the speakers rely 
on the receiver's built-in 
amplification (usually 
50W for each of four 
speakers). For instance, 
some models can send up 
to 250W (RMS) to each of 
a pair of speakers or up to 
500W to a sub woofer.

Thus a separate 
amp can come with larger 
components that produce 
clearer sound with a 
higher signal/noise ratio.
